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Continuation of Substance of Interview Including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
applicant called to determine whether there was any means for obtaining examination of more than one SNP per 
application. The applicants acknowledged that the SNPs are not obvious over one another, and as such are 
independent and distinct. The examiner explained the burden to search more than one SNP, which includes not only 
sequence searches, but also text searches in STN and in SNP databases. The office indicated that if applicant 
claimed a combination of SNPs (i.e. A +B+C+D) more than one SNP would be examined, however in the form of (A or 
B or C or D) the searches were not coextensive and a burden. The examiner did indicate that searching for one 
position, both alleles is not usually a burden.
